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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-6, filed on March 07, 2008, with respect to claims 15- 
16 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 15-16 has been 

withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 15-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 15-16 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art cited in its 
entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the said prior art 
which teaches a communication apparatus comprising a communication device for performing 
an output operation when the received identification signal from the originating communication 
apparatus coincides with a pre-stored identification signal wherein a number of copies to be 
repeatedly printed is pre-stored in the communication apparatus in correspondence to the pre- 
stored identification signal; and performing of the output operation when the received 
identification signal coincides with the pre-stored identification signal, the output operation 
includes an operation of repeatedly printing, on recording sheets, a plurality of copies of an 
image data signal representing the entire document being received to form a plurality of groups 
of the entire document received.
